It is the business of roots to col- 
lect food materials and water from 
the soil, and to serve as anchors 
for holding the plant firmly in po- 
sition. Roots are supposed to do 
taeir work underground, but there 
are many plants whose roots hang 
suspended in mid-air from the 
trunks of trees. Such are called 
aerial roots. They serve various 
purposes, chief among them being 
to absorb moisture and other use- 


ful substances from the air, and 
to take in water which drips from 


the branches above them. Thus the 
beautiful orchids of the tropics 
have aerial roots and sometimes 
they grow in the greenhouse. The

These root hairs are closed at 
the ends, are of countless numbers, 
and perform one of the most im- 
portant works of the plant.

dredth of an inch in length, grown 
in a very damp place. 


The fibrous roots thrust their 
firm Ittle points into the soil, 
drawing up water, potash, iron, 


and many other elements through 


their thin cell walls. Many of these; +** 
i which complete the chemical trans- 


delicacies are washed from the 
rocks and soil particles by means 
of a weak acid’ secreted by the 
hairs themselves. These chemical 
elements are mixed with the soil- 
water and passed on through the 
many ducts and passages to the 
stem itself, and thence upward to 
the chemical laboratory in the 
leaves. 

The little root-caps are hard and 
close-fitting. There is no life in the 
outer portion but the imner part 
has active growing cells which re- 
new the cap as it wears out. The 
root-cap is constantly being re- 
newed and pushed ahead to open a 
channel through the soil. Here is 
nature’s diamond drill penetrating 
deep under ground. It never needs 
to be taken out or repaired; carries 
its own repair shop; recaps itself 
daily without shutting off the pow- 
er for a moment. I think that is 
very interesting and wonderful. 

As we have seen, roots go down 
into the ground much further than 
might be imagined. Winter wheat 
digs itself some seven feet into the 
earth. The roots of an oat plant, 
if cut off and strung from end to 
end, will measure about 150 feet. 
Oak trees have roots which extend 
out more than fifty feet from the 
tree. 

Some. plants, like the 
turnip, and carrot, 
amount of nourishment in 
their roots. They are what are 
known as. biennial plants—that 
is, they take two seasons to make 
seed. The first summer is given 
entirely to storing up plant food in 
the roots. In the second summer, 
if the root is planted, a stem shoots 
up quickly from the top of the 
root. It feeds upon the stored food 
and grows very rapidly, sending 
up a wealth of blossoms, which 
presently become veritable mira- 
cles of promise. 

Many plants are grown directly 
from roots or root cuttings. A 
sweet potato or a dahlia root, if 
planted in damp sand, will quickly 
send up growing sprouts which 
spring from buds in the roots. 
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store a 
great 
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Each sprout, if broken off and 
properly set out, will develop into 
a new plant. 


Stems are most _ interesting 
things. They form the framework 
or body of the plant; and are of 
various shapes and sizes, In tropi- 
cal forests where the shade is very 
dense, there are found many climb- 
ing plants, which run like great 
cables for hundreds of feet to 
reach the sunlight. All our early 
flowering plants like the snowdrop, 
the crocus, and the tulip, have 
richly stored underground stems. 


*“JIn the desert regions there are 
many different kinds of cacti 
whose flattened stems serve for 
foliage. The thread-like leaves of 
the asparagus are really not leaves 
at all, but tiny branches or stems, 
which do the regular work of 
leaves. 


Stems of all kinds, short, long, 
large and small, have a definite 
job to perform. The precious soil- 
water with the various minerals, 
and all the nitrogen compounds 
used by -the plant, must enter 
through the ‘‘doors” in the roots. 
Then it passes from roots to leaves 


formation into sugars and starches 
found in all the fruits and vege- 
tables so much enjoyed by us. But 
how little thought we give to this 
miracle! 

We have thought of the rising of 
the water or sap _ straight up 
through these tiny, hair-like tubes, 
moving slowly to the very top. 
These tubes are not joined togeth- 
er like water-pipes in a house. 
They are a series or chain of wood 
cells, like little oblong boxes piled 
end on end. A thin wall separates 
each cell from its neighbor, mak- 
ing the situation more wonderful 
from the standpoint of the onlook- 
er. How does the sap ever get 
through, if there is no continuous 
and unbroken tube through which 
it can pass? 

And do you know how sap gets 
from the ground to the topmost 
leaf on the tallest tree in the land? 
Well, this seems to be the explan- 
ation.. The cell sap in the root hair 
is denser than ‘the soil-water, so by 
a natural law which governs fluids, 
the soil-water seeps through the 
thin cell-wall and mingles with the 
sap in the root-hair. This extra 
amount of fluid naturally distends 
the tiny cell-chamber until it can 


cell, now mixed with the dilute 
soil-water, is much thinner 
the sap in the next or adjoining 
cell above. Following the same 
rule of attraction, the sap is drawn 
up into the denser cell, and so on 
and on, until it has mounted to 
the very topmost twig. Science is 
not certain as to the explanation 
of this mystery, but what I have 
given you seems the correct solu- 
tion at the moment. 

I must confess that this stag- 
gers me when I think of it. No one 
understands the process. It is be- 
yond human skill to grasp its op- 
eration. Who but God could de- 
vise this plan? 

F’ood comes down through the 
stem in one channel. Inside this is 
another channel which carries the 
liquid from the root up to the.top. 
In addition to these uses, the stem 
provides storage for starch and su- 
gar, needed in early spring -time 
for the nourishment of flower buds 
and young leaves. Think of a sago 
palm yielding as much as 800 
pounds of starchy material in a 
single trunk! Similar storehouses 
are found in the sweet potato, the 
dahlia and the gladiolus. 

The thing that strikes us forcib- 
ly about all this is the immense 
care God has devoted to every de- 
tail, the small as well as the large. 
His work is perfect and complete. 
His plan for each plant is divine 
and mysterious, and under suitable 
conditions each plant will fulfill its 
destiny as the Creator ordered. 

And here is a lesson for us. God 
has created us, not simply to satis- 
fy~ a passing caprice.. There jis a

God will reveal His perfect plan 


In my own experience, I remem- 
ber going to my pastor and asking 
him wheére he thought I ought to 
go to school. He told me that, 
first of all, I would have to find 
out from the Lord what He want- 
ed me to do before he could give 
me much advice about where to 
go to school. How well I remem- 
ber that afternoon. As the sun 
slowly sank in the west and the 
light faded away in the room, my 
pastor and I talked and prayed 
together about this important de- 
cisions I went home that night 
and earnestly sought of the Lord 
His plan for my life. He showed 
me clearly that He wanted me to 
go into His service and gave me a 


But possibly you say, “I don’t 


it might well be that you should 
go to a good Bible institute or 
a strong Christian liberal arts col- 
lege, and there, under the guid- 
ance of godly faculty members and 
counsellors, find God’s will for 
your life. 

If God has shown you very 
plainly what He wants you to do, 
I would suggest that you choose 
a school that will best fit you for 
that job. Some schools specialize 
in speech, music, science, or a pre- 
medical course. Write to many of 
the Christian schools and ask them 
for catalogues. They will be glad 
to tell you the subjects in which 
they specialize. You can tell from 
the catalogue of a school those 
departments that seem to have the 
best and largest number of courses 
offered. You can check the faculty 
members. It may be that some 
faculty member, well-known in 
Christian circles, is teaching a 
certain subject and has made a 
strong department in one of the 
schools. You will find a number 
of Christian schools that have ads 
from time to time in THE SworpD 
OF THE LorD. Some of these ads 
appear in this issue. I would sug- 
gest that you write to these 
schools and ask for a catalogue. 
They will be glad to send one to 
you. You should get as much in- 
formation as possible about many 
of the Christian schools before 
making your decision as to the 
school that God has for you. 


Doctrinal Background 


Don’t even consider going to a 
modernistic school! You can’t play 
with fire and not get singed. I 
don’t care how good an academic 
standing a modernistic school has, 
vou. will be the loser if you go and 
allow your training to be warped. 
What a tragedy when fellows and

been tolled at some school -out- 
wardly religious but corrupted in- 
wardly with the doctrinal defects 
of modernism. I remember a young 
fellow who was in school with me. 
He had been to Bible school, fin- 
ished at a sound Christian college, 
and then went on to a denomina- 
tional seminary. Even with all the 


solid teaching and training that 


seven years in real Christian 


schools had given, a modernistic 


seminary soon robbed him of his 
faith, destroyed his will to preach, 
and almost put him out of the 
ministry. Don’t let a modernistic 
school put a spiritual tombstone 
early in your life. 


I would not suggest that you 
choose a school of a different 
doctrinal persuasion than your 
own. There are some matters of 
doctrine, such as the security of 
the believer and like matters, a- 
bout which schools differ. If you 
believe in eternal security but go 
to a school that teaches that a 
believer can be lost again, or vice 
versa, you will spend too much 
time quibbling and arguing and 
end up completely confused. You 
will spend hours looking for what 
not to learn and have little time 
left for really getting the educa- 
tion that you want and need. How 
much better to choose a school 
which you know, on the main mat- 
ters of doctrine, completely in ac- 
cord with your own beliefs. Then 
you can learn safely and well from 
that school’s faculty. 


Judging the Standards of A School 


When you have received 
catalogues of various schools in 
which you’re interested, check 
them over very carefully for the 
spiritual and academic standards. 
It is not too difficult to learn 
from a catalogue whether the 
spiritual standards of the school 
are those spiritual standards which 
you want to have. Choose a 
SCthool with high spiritual stand- 
ards. Your attitudes of a lifetime 
will become set while you are in 
school and much is at stake. Don't 
go to a school attempting to re- 
form it—you can’t! It would be 
wrong for you to go to a school, 
sign the pledge to uphold the 
spiritual standards of the school, 
and then deliberately disobey them 
because they did not fit your own 
particular beliefs about the sep- 
arated Christian life. When you 
go to a school knowing its stand- 
ards, it is not your place to chal- 
lenge them. No matter how high 
the standards of the school you 
attend, it is likely your own per- 
sonal standards should be higher. 
Certainly while you are there it 
is your obligation to uphold the 
school standards faithfully.

Some Christian schools will have 
certificates of accreditation from 
some agency which examines the 
academic standing of the school 
and passes on their fitness. On 
the other hand, there are many 
fine schools that are not thus 
accredited, whose graduates are 
accepted freely at state graduate 
schools: and other’ large institu- 
tions. 


Perhaps a better basis than ac- 
creditation for judging the merits 
of a school would be the products 
of the school—that is, the stu- 
dents who are graduating. Some- 
times a godly teacher or president 
of a school without accreditation 
can give you more character than 
a thousand college degrees. The 
integration of Christian principles 
into college courses is not some- 
thing that an accrediting agency 
can well judge. Some schools have

always a Columba, a Bede, or a 
Paulinus, and many other mes- 
sengers of the cross to call this 
great people back to the faith of 
their fathers. 


During the past 500 years Eng- 
land has contributed more spirit- 
ually to the world than any other 
nation. It was in England that the 
Reformation actually began under 
the leadership of John Wycliffe in 
the fourteenth century. It was 
John Wycliffe who gave the Bible 
to the people. He rebelled against 
the ready-made dogmas of an es- 
tablished church and rejected all 
those teachings that could not bear 
the test of the Scriptures. It was 
John Wycliffe who mightily influ- 
enced John Huss of Bohemia, who 
in turn started a chain of thought 
and reaction that eventually influ- 
enced Martin Luther. 


Down through these centuries 
England has continued to make its 
great contribution in every field. 
When the world needed leadership 
among the nations, England was 
ready to give it. When the world 
needed fine literature, England had

her skilled writers. When the 
world needed new techniques in 
medical science, England was 
ready to give it. When the world 
needed someone to stop Napoleon, 
bent on world conquest, England 
had her Wellington. When our own 
colonies were in desperate need 
of spiritual awakening, England 
sent George Whitefield and John 
Wesley to us. When India desper- 
ately needed the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, it was. England that sent 
William Carey. It was England 
that took the lead in freeing the 
slaves. . 


It was. England that took the 
lead in woman sufferage. It was 
England that took the lead in lift- 
ing the standards of the working 
man. It was England that held 
the balance of world power. It was 
England that stood alone in World 
War II when it seemed that Hitler 
was going to pull the whole world 
down around him. It was England 
that was ready to fight on the 
beaches, in the streets, and in the 
countryside to save the Western 
way of life. 


When James Watt started the 
first wheel of the steam engine, 
and George Stevenson harnessed 
this power to a locomotive, Eng- 
land gave to the world a new way 
of life. Socially, morally, militarily, 
spiritually—England has contribu- 
ted tremendously to the American 


The foundations that lie so secure 
for many of our denominations to- 
day were supported largely from 
the mother country. America owes 
a debt of gratitude to Great Brit- 
ain that we will never be able to 
pay. Britain has been our closest 
ally in war and in peace. It is also 
from Britain that we get our lan- 
guage—the English language, The 
great Presbyterian denominations 
of America owe their beginnings 
to Britain. The great Baptist de- 
nominations across America owe 
their modern beginnings to Eng- 
land. The great Methodist church- 
es throughout the nation owe their 
beginnings to Britain, and scores 
of other denominational groups 
have their foundations and tradi- 
tions and teachings deep in our 
forefathers who lived in Britain 
and Ireland, 


But, something has happened to 
that England. For the first time 
in history England desperately 
needs help. We have answered 
their cry for material help and 
sent them billions of. dollars to 
help them in their post-war eco- 
nomic crisis. We have joined hands 
with them at the peace table and 
given them moral encouragement. 
But now Britain needs our heip 
spiritually. 

Very few Americans are aware 
of the fact that in England today 
less than ten per cent of the Brit- 
ish people are identified with any 
church. Less than five per cent of 
the British people are found in 
church on Sunday. I am told on 


don only from two to four per cent 
of the people attend church. One 
Bishop of the Church of England 
told me some time ago that there 
are places in his diocese Within 
London where less than one-half 
of one per cent of the people at- 
tend church. 

Materialism, secularism, and pa- 
gan philosophies have gripped the 
once great British people. Only a 
comparatively few of the churches 
in London are filled to capacity 
on Sunday. Millions of people in 
England today have no conception 
of the teachings of the Bible, Re- 
ligion is completely foreign from 
their thinking. Because of the ter- 
rible taxation, the remaining

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Britain. Hundreds of the clergy 
were against D. L. Moody because 
they thought that he was too ig- 
norant, rough and uncouth. How- 
ever, these attitudes rapidly 
changed as these men of God pre- 
sented the Gospel of Christ in all 
of its saving power. We are pray- 
ing that God will do it again in 
1954. 

Two years ago when we were in 
Washington, a member of the Brit- 
ish Parliament and a prebendary 
of Saint Paul’s in London flew to 
Washington to present to us the 
needs and problems of Britain. 
They .asked us if we could come 
to London and address the clergy 
and religious leaders of the City of 
London, outlining our program of 
evangelism and telling them what 
God was doing here in America. 


Two years ago Cliff Barrows 
and I went to London. We met 
with 750 religious leaders of the 
City of London in Westminster 
Church House which is the head- 
quarters of the Church of England. 
I spoke to them for over an hour 
and they asked questions for an- 
other hour. After we were through, 
these British leaders voted to ex- 
tend to us an invitation to come 
to London for an evangelistic cam- 
paign in 1954. After much prayer, 
we accepted their invitation. Dur- 
ing the intervening two years tre- 
mendous preparations have been 
under way. Thousands of prayer 
meetings have been organized, and 
on March first our campaign be- 
gins in London. 

There is something thrilling and 
frightening about beginning an all- 
out campaign in the largest city 
of the world. Never before have I 
been so humbled and awed by a 
project. We were warned time af- 
ter time by our friends not to go 
to England. Many said it would be 
our Waterloo, that it would be un- 
successful, that the time was not 
ripe, that this was not the thing 
for us to do. However, there has 
come an increasing conviction that 
God is sending us to England. 

There are scores of obstacles

You Who Put Christ First 
Instead of Putting the 
Denomination First,

THE SWORD OF THE LORD is an 
interdenominational paper. By 
that we mean simply that we work 
with Bible-believing Christians 
who are generally sound in the 
faith, in all denominations.

At the 
beginning of their Christian life, 
near at hand, or right back in the 
past, it would seem as if they had 
struck the chord of a blessed and 
glorious life. As long as_ those 
notes lingered in their lives, they 
were like the days of-Heaven upon 
earth, but alas! they died away 
soon into silence—and all their 
life is now filled with regret for 
the grace of days that are dead. 


Where is the blessedness I knew 
When first I.saw the Lord? 
Where is the soul-refreshing view 

Of Jesus and His Word? 


What peaceful hours I then en- 
joyed! 


How sweet their memory still! 
But they have left an aching void, 
The world can never fill. 


These words are written to help 
all such, and to give them again 
the sweet lost chord. Take heart! 
you may again have all, and more 
than all that you have ever lost. 
You have flung your precious 
stones into the deep, there has 
been a moment’s splash, a tiny 
ripple, and they have sunk down 
and down, apparently beyond hope 
of recovery, Yet the hand of Christ 
will again place them on your 
palm. Only henceforth, be wise 
enough to let Him keep them for 
you. 

These ‘are the steps back—steps 
you may take at once: 


1. Be Sure That God Will Give 
You a Heart'y Welcome

you living expenses at a school 
more distant from your home. 


How Much Will It Cost? 


For most young people the cost 
of attending a school is an im- 
portant factor. I imagine that the 
excuse, “I can’t afford to go to 
school,’’ is used more often than 
any other. Fortunately, however, 
God has made it so no one need 
miss the best Christian education 
for this reason. 

Several of the Bible institutes 
charge no tuition at all—the only 
cost being for board, room, and 
books. In fact, one fine school 
makes no charge at all, but selects 
its students very carefully. In edu- 
cation, like anything else, a person 
ought not to make cost his main 
deciding factor. 

In general, the cost per semester 
(half-year) ranges from $200 to 
‘a little over $500. Most. schools 
give this exact information in their 
catalogue. 

You ought also to find out from 
‘the schools you are considering 
Whether there are scholarships 
available to help some on expenses. 
One of the things that helped me 
through one year in college was 
some money that a godly woman 
had left in a scholarship fund. I 
received $200 from the fund that 
year. Of course, scholarships are 
usually given only to students who 
work hard and get good grades. 
You could not count on scholar- 
ship help unless you are planning 
to be a really good student. Some 
schools also have a loan fund from 
which students can borrow, with 
the agreement to repay the money 
within a certain time after grad- 
uation. 

But even if there were no schol- 
arships or student loans available, 
any young person can work his 
- way through school. It might take 
an extra year or mean going to 
Summer school, but it would be 
well worth it. In my college ex- 
perience the fellows:and girls who 
were working their way through 
were also the ones getting the best 
training. They knew the value of 
each course because they had to 
pay for it. Therefore, they made 
their studies really count. One of 
the tragedies of the campus is to 
see a fellow or girl loaf his way 
through school,- wasting time and 
money while getting very little 
education. 

You can find out how much you 
can expect to earn by writing the 
registrar of most schools. They 
know what the job opportunities 
are in their area. Most schools 
have an employment bureau to 
help students find work after they 
arrive. Most schools use some of 
their students for dining hall work 
and other jobs around the campus. 
Roberts Wesleyan College in North 
Chili. New York, even has an in- 
dustrial plant where light sub-as- 
sembly work is done by contract 
for factories. This gives the stud- 
ents an opportunity to make good 
Wages while in school. 

You probably ought to plan to 
have at least enough money on 
hand to cover one semester’s ex- 
pense before starting school. You 
will find that it takes a while to 
get used to college or institute life, 


and you may not want to start 
working immediately. 


College or Bible Institute? 


Many young people have a prob- 
lem with the decision, “Shall I at- 
tend a Bible institute of go to 
college?” Of course, the Lord will 
have to.show you what He wants 
you to do about this matter. In 
general, a Bible institute offers 
more concentrated Bible study. A 
student coming out of most of our 
good Bible institues has _ solid 
knowledge of the Scriptures to 
help*him in his other work. At the 
same time, Bible institutes do not 
generally attempt to give the usual 
liberal a¥ts courses along with the 
Bible institute training. I talked 
with a Bible institute graduate just 
recently who felt that after some 
twenty years in the pastorate, he 
really missed the liberal arts 
training and felt that his oppor- 
tunities to reach college-trained 
people would have been greatly 
increased had he also had liberal 
arts college training. 


In my case, I had only college 
training with no Bible institute 
help. I believe if I had it to do 
over again, I might plan to take 
two, or three years in a Bible 
institute, get well-grounded and 
based in my knowledge of the 
Scriptures, and then go to a liber- 
al arts college. In this way I be- 
lieve I would have been able to 
have done a better job in my col- 
lege studies and been more quick 
to see what the Bible had to say 
about the college secular courses. 
Of course, most strong Christian 
colleges try to make certain every 
course is in accord with Scripture. 
In my opinion, there would be real 
advantage in having some strong 
Bible institute training first. If 
this is a problem in your own mind 
I suggest that you write to Moody 
Bible Institute, 820 North LaSalle 
Street, Chicago 10, Illinois, for a 
little folder they put out free 
called, “Should You Go to a Bible 
Institute?” 


In summary, I believe that every 
Christian young man or woman 
ought to pray earnestly for God’s 
wisdom about this important mat- 
ter of selecting a Christian school 
to attend. God wants to show you 
what He has for you to do, and 
you ought to find out His will for 
your life. Then I suggest that you 
write for catalogues from. as many 
Christian schools as possible. You 
may write to all of those who ad- 
vertise in this issue of THE SworD 
or any other issue of THE SworpD 
OF THE LorD and know that the 
school has been checked thorough- 
ly for reliability. We will not know- 
ingly advertise any school where 
there is the slightest doubt about 
its trustworthiness and faithful- 
ness to the Scriptures as the Word 
of God. I suggest that you also 
talk to those of your friends who 
have gone to various: Christian 
schools. Ask them about school 
life, about opportunities for work- 
ing, about the spiritual life of the 
school. Get a complete picture in 
your mind of all of these factors, 
and then prayerfully make your 
decision about where God wants 
you to get your training. 


pares Him to the Father of a 
loved and prodigal boy, ever 
watching from His windows the 
road by which the truant went, 
eagerly longing for his return, and 
ready, if He should see him a 
great way off, to run to meet him, 


and clasp him, rags and filth and

Be sure that though your re- 
peated failures and sins have worn 
out every one else, they have not 
exhausted the infinite love of God. 
He tells us to forgive our offend- 
ing brother unto 490 times; how 
much oftener will He not forgive 
us? According to the height of 
Heaven above the earth, so great 
is His mercy. “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts, and let him re- 
turn unto the Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him, and to our 
God, for he will abundantly par- 
don.” If you go back to God, you 
are sure of a hearty welcome. 


2. Seek to Know and Confess 
Whatever Has Come 
Between God 
and You 


You have lost the light of God’s 
face, not because He has arbitrar- 
ily withdrawn it, but because your 
iniquities have come. between 
you and your God, and your sins, 
like a cloud before the sun, have 
hid His face from you. Do not 
spend time by looking at them as 
a whole, deal with them one by 
one.

A few years ago I spoke to. 
a great Southern audience. I 
pictured the atheistic drift of 
the educational:-life of America. 
A man sat on the front seat 
and followed my every word 
~ With an expression of agony 
I have rarely ever seen on a 
human face. When the service 
was over, the pastor said to me, 
“Did you see that man who 
looked like the incarnation of 
agony?

There is not a moment’s interval 
between the humble and sad tell- 
ing of the story of sin, and God’s 
forgiveness. As soon as a penitent 
appears in the doorway of God’s 
throne-room, the golden sceptre of 
His royal forgiveness is stretched 
out for him to touch. You may not 
feel forgiven. You may have no 
ecstasy of joy. But you are for- 
given in the thoughts of God. The 
angels hear him say, “Child, thy 
sins, which are many, are all for- 
given thee; go in peace.” If we 
confess, and as soon aS we con- 
fess, He is faithful and just to 
forgive. He never says, “Go thy 
way, and return tomorrow, and I 
will see whether I can forgive.” 
He hates the sin, and is only too 
glad to sweep it away. He loves 
the sinner, and is only too happy 
to receive him again to His em- 
brace. And He is able to do all this 
so quickly and so entirely, be- 
cause Jesus Christ our Lord bare 
our sins in His own body on the 
tree. 


4, Give Up the Cause of 
Past Failure 


True repentance shows itself in 
eager care not to offend again. 
This care prompts the sinner to 
go back on‘his past life to discover 
how it was that he came to sin, 
and to avoid the cause. Is it a 
friendship? Then he will cut the 
tender cord, though it were.the 
thread of his life. Is it an amuse- 
ment? Then he will for ever ab- 
sent himself from that place, those 
scenes, and that companionship. Is 
it a profitable means of making 
money? Then he will rather live 
on_a_ crust, than follow it a mo- 
ment longer, Is it a study, a pur- 
suit, a book? Then he will rather 
lose hand, or foot, or eye, than 
miss the favour of-God, which is 
life. Is it something that’ the 
Church permits? Nevertheless, to 
him it shall be sin. 


If you cannot walk on ice with- 
out slipping or falling, it is better 
not to go on at all. If you can- 
not digest certain food, it is better 
not to put it in the mouth. It may 
seem infpossible to extricate your- 
self from certain entanglements 
which have woven themselves a- 
‘bout. you. Nevertheless, remember 
Him who said, “Let my people go, 
that they may serve me.” He cut 
the knot for them; if you trust 
Him, He will cut it for you. Or 
if He does not cut it at a single 
blow, He. will. untie it by the 
patient workings of His-providence: 


5. Take Any Public Step 
That May Be Necessary 


It is not enough to confess to 
God; you must also confess to 
man, supposing that you have sin- 
ned against him. Leave your gift 
at the altar and go to be recon- 
ciled to thy brother. If you have 
done him a wrong, go and tell 
him so. If you have defrauded him, 
whether he knows or not, send him 
the amount you have taken or 
kept back, and add to it something 
to compensate him for his loss. 


Under the Levitical law it was 
enacted that the delinquent should 
restore that which he took violent- 
ly away, or that about which he 
had dealt falsely, and should add 
one-fifth part thereto, and only 
then might he come with his tres- 
pass offering to the priest, and 
be forgiven. 


This principle holds good today. 
You never will be happy till you 
have made restitution. Write the 
letter or make the call at once. 
And if the one whom you de- 


make the debt right with his heirs 
and representatives. You must roll 
away this stone from the grave, 
or the dead joy can never arise, 
however loudly you may call it to 
come forth. I do not believe in a 
repentance which is not noble 
enough to make amends for the 
past, so far as they may lie with- 
in its reach. 


6. Give Your Whole Heart 
Once and for Ever to God 


You. may have done it before, 
but do it again. You may never 
have done it, then do it-for the 
first time. Kneel down and give 
yourself, your life, your interests, 
your all to God. Lay the sacrifice 
on the altar. If you cannot give, 
then ask God to come ‘and take, 


We might well hesitate to, give 
the glorious Lord such a handful 
of withered leaves, if He had not 
expressly asked us each to give 
him our heart. It is very wonder- 
ful; but He would not make such 
a request if He did not really mean 
it. No doubt He can make some- 
thing out of our poor nature. A 
vessel for His use. A weapon for 
His hand. A receptacle for His 
glory. A crown for His brow. 


7. Trust God to Keep You 
in All the Future 


The old version used to tell us 
that He was able to keep us from 
falling. The new version, giving a 
closer rendering of the Greek, tells 
us that He is able to guard us 
from stumbling.

I declare these words to be 
an undeniable fact.-Our empty 
chairs, cemeteries, graves and 
tombstones prove them to be true. 
Men must die. Now is that all? 
Listen, “But after this the judg- 
ment.” That, you see, is an ap- 
pointment every man will have to 
keep. That is a meeting every 
unbeliever will have to attend. 
Men will find that closing their 
eyes in death does not get them 
out of God’s hands, 


I have thrilling news, however, 
for those not now ready to meet 


“And I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened. and the 
dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the 
books.”

Did you know that on the morn- 
ing of Pearl Harbor, Sargeant 
Joseph Lockhart, sitting at a radar 
screen, detected. the approach of 
a large group of enemy planes and 
alerted his superior officer? That 
officer refused to be moved with 
fear and told Lockhart to forget 
it. He insisted they could only be 
American planes, and that morn- 
ing nearly three thousand '§ of 
America’s sons were slaughtered 
like sheep because that officer 
would not be moved with fear. 


What can I say to you, dear 
friend, concerning Hell, so that 
you will see its awful reality? Men 
will live forever after they leave 
this earth. There are only two 
places where they can go. The un- 
saved cannot go to Heaven with 
their sin, or it would cease to be 
Heaven. Do you want God to open 
Heaven to all the unrepentant 
wicked who ever .lived—cut- 
throats, thieves, harlots, drunk- 
ards, blasphemers, murderers, sex- 
ual perverts?

Just as quick 
as a flash, I picked up a great 
big rock, went over and hit that 
énake on the head, broke the spell, 
and the bird flew up toward the 
sky singing, ‘Thank you! Thank 
you! Thank you! Thank you!’” 

There are thousands of people 
being hypnotized by Satan today. 
They are held captive by sinful 
habits in which Satan has trapped 
them. They are imprisoned by cir: 
cumstances from which they seem 
helpless to escape. They want to 
be saved but they have never exer- 
cised their will to call on God for 
help. When they do so, God will 
come to their aid. The seed of the 
woman shall bruise the head of 
the serpent. God waits this very 
hour to break the spell of Satan 
on your life. 


But again, the hour is come for 


you to realize: 


The Uncertainty of Life 
The Poet says, 


Leaves have their time to fall, 

And flowers to wither at the 
North wind’s breath: 

But all, 

Thou hast all seasons for thine 
own, O Death. 


How true. How. unexpectedly 
Ceath often comes. What madness 
then for men unsaved to gamble 
with their souls’ destiny in face 
of the uncertainty of life. 

I am told that over in France 
they do not tell a man condemned 
to the guillotine the hour when he 
will die. It may be days or weeks, 
er months—he does not know. 


Picture the man sleeping peace- 


fully in his cell. He smiles in his 
sleep. He is dreaming of his child- 
hood days. He is a boy again, play- 
ing happily in the fields. He sees 
@ lovely butterfly alight upon a 
flower. He reaches out to catch 
it. Suddenly a heavy hand is laid 
upon his shoulder. The man starts 
up in bed. Strong men stand before 
him. Cold beads ofperspiration 
stand upon his brow. The execu- 
tioner says, “Your hour is come. 
Follow me.” It is terrifying, this 
unexpectedness of death; yet that 
is the possibility facing every un- 
saved man and woman listening to 
me now. 


When we preachers are preach- 
ing on the brevity of life, we know 
that some of our hearers are say- 
ing to themselves, “How absurd. 
How unlikely that I will soon die: 
What a feeble argument to move 
a man like me to God.” But, my 
friend, death won’t consult you 
about the time of your decease. 
Death won’t wait your convenience 
before he calls. 


After a sermon at a_ young 
people’s rally in Toronto, I began 
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to pray. I asked God to help men 
and women, young and old, to de- 
cide for Christ right then and 
there while yet there was time. 
I asked Him to help them not to 
defer the matter until a more 
convenient season since it might 
never come. As I prayed, I was 
aware of a slight noise in the 
front pew right before the pulpit. 
By the time I had closed that 
prayer, a soul had passed by sud- 
den death into eternity! 


Let me repeat it—Death won't 
consult you as to when he will 
call. 

Evangelist William A. Sunday 
describes it something like this: 

One day there will come a 
knock on your door, You will ask, 
“Who is there?” 


A voice will say, “I am Death.” 


You will say, “Death, I did not 
send for you.” 

Death will reply, “No, nobody 
sends for me. If I came only when 
I was sent for, I would seldom 
come.” 

“But, 
ready.” 

Death will answer, ‘What, not 
ready? After all those sermons? 
After all those prayers offered 
for you?”’ 

“No, Death, I am not ready. Oh, 
Death, take my money, take my 
bank book, take my home, take all 
I have, but don’t take me.” 


And Death will say, “I have 
come for you. I have held a mort- 
gage on your soul for twenty, 
thirty, forty, fifty years, and I 
have come to foreclose.” 
And you will say, “Oh, Death, if 
I must go, give me a year to get 
ready; give me a month; give me 
a week.” . 
Death will reply, “TI’ll give you 
a minute, thirty seconds, twenty, 
ten. I’ll count them for you—one, 
two, three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight, nine, ten!” 
Oh, hush that footstep. Pull 
down those blinds. Let the tears 
fall. He’s gone! 

You're gone! My friend, I ask 
you in God’s name, where? 
I make still another plea: 


The Coming of Christ, 
Possible At Any Moment, 
Calls for Your Immediate 

Decision 


It is a fact wholly beyond dis- 
pute that Jesus Christ is coming 
back a second time to this earth. 
Three hundred and eighty-five 
times in the Bible, and in the 
plainest language known to mor- 
tals, we are told that Christ will 
return. The two angels at His 
ascension said, “This same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into 


oh, Death, I am_ not 


heaven, shall so come in like man- 


ner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven” (Acts 1:11). Jesus Him- 
self had said, “If I go and prepare 
a place for you, I will come again” 
(John 14:3). 

Now, while the fact is certain, 
the time is uncertain. He may 
come for His own at any moment. 
His own words are these—“The 
Son of man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not” (Luke 12:40). 
That hour is known only to God, 
and when the hour arrives, and 
the clock strikes in Heaven, Christ 
will suddenly come. 


That hour, my unsaved friend, 
will end your chance to be saved, 
for Jesus said, ‘When once the 
master of the house hath risen up 
and shut to the door, they who 
knock will knock in vain.’ A min- 
ute ago when I spoke of sudden 
death as possible for you, you 
smiled within yourself. You are in 
full health, and you are reasonably 
sure death will not come to you 
this hour. Possibly not; I might 
say, Probably not. But can you 
say that about Christ’s sudden 
coming? You say, “I don’t think 
He will come at this hour.” Listen, 
‘*’,.1n such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man _ cometh” 
(Matt. 24:44). Bear with me when 
I ask you, are you ready for His 
coming? Jesus said, “... they that 
were ready went in with him to 
the marriage: and the door was 
shut” (Matt.. 25:10). When that 
door is shut will you be-on the out- 
side? 


Someone will knock when the door 
is shut, 
Bye and bye, bye and bye. 
Hear a voice saying, ‘I know you 
not’— 


Shall you? Shall I? 


Oh, in the light of Christ’s at- 
any-moment coming, I plead with 
you to make this hour, the hour 
of your salvation. 

I am trying, with God’s help, to 
make it hard for you to say no to 
God, and easy to say yes. Hear me 
then, when I say. further: 


There is a Deadline Beyond 
Which You May Never 
Be Saved 


The stern facts of life prove 
that- if men and women continue 
to resist God’s Spirit, He will re- 
move His Spirit from them. It is 
clearly stated in: Scripture, “My 
Spirit shall not always strive with 
man” (Gen. 6:3). God will strive 
up to a certain moment. But one 
day, one fatal hour, one tragic 
moment, when a sinner is saying, 
“Go, Spirit, go thy way; some 
more convenient day on Thee I'll; 
call,” God will take that man’s 
refusal as his final answer, and 
will leave him; the Spirit will 
cease His striving, His pleading, 
His entreaty, and that man will 
be a sinner let alone. And when 
God decides to let a man alone, 
that man might as well brace him- 
self against the. terrors of ,the 
judgment day, for though he might 
live twenty or thirty years after 
that, he would be as doomed as 
though he had already entered the 
gates of darkness and of Hell. 

Dear friend unsaved, how do you 
know that this blessed hour of op- 
portunity may not be the hour 
that seals your destiny? How. do 
you know whether the Spirit of 
God is not giving you, in this. very 
hour, the last call you will ever 
have? 

I have one final plea to make. 
There are men and women and 
young people before me almost 
persuaded to become Christians.

Murdered by delay! 


One of the striking stories of the 
recent World War was told by a 
young man, a paratrooper, who 
was led to Christ in Victory Cen- 
ter in Chicago, after the follow- 
ing experience: 

He was one of ten paratroopers 
in training. They went up in a 
large training plane to make their 
first jump. The ten men lined up 
to jump. He was third in line. It 
was no little ordeal. The first man 
walked to the door and bravely 
stepped out. He went down and 
landed safely. The second boy went 
to the door and hesitated. His 
nerve failed him. He walked past 
the door and stood.to one side. 
Then this third boy’s turn came. 
He summoned his courage and 
stepped out of the open door. He 
also landed safely. But he had 
scarcely jumped free of the plane, 
when suddenly it exploded, and 
every man aboard that plane died, 
including the boy who had had 
his chance and missed!
